The Niueteeuth Meeting of the 
Couvetitlon of the American Instruc- 
tors of the Deaf is now on here, at 
Delavan, at the School for the Deaf, 
beginning its first session on the 
evening of July 6th. The gathering 
is the largest since the one in Ohio 
iu 1899. The attendance will conic 
up to the three hundred mark, and 
one-third is com]x)sed of deaf people. 
It is a distinguished looking body of 
men and women, engaged in the 
profession, the younger element of 
course predominating. As to .sex, 
they are about equally divided, the 
gentler being a few points ahead. 
The discussions, so far, have been 
carried on harmoniously. The 
meetings have been well attended, 
there being no outside attractions to 
draw the members away. Nearly 
every State school for the deaf is re- 
presented, including delegations 
from Ontario and Winnipeg, Can- 
ada, and even far-away Brazil has 
sent a delegate. Here are some of 
the veterans in the profession, who 
have attended the meetings from 
1878: Dr K. M. Gallaudet, presi- 
dent of the Association ; W. O.

advocates of the dignity of manual 
labor in deeds as well as words. 

Supt. Z. F. Westervelt, of the 
Western New York school for the 
deaf, who has presided over the 
destinies of that institution for 
thirty-five years, is the stand-by of 
manual spelling in the instruction 
of the deaf. 

William Wade, of Oakmont, Pa., 
is the sponsor for all the blind deaf 
in the country, and is giving a small 
fortune to assist in their education. 
He is one of the most modest but 
interesting personages at the Con- 
vention. 

Supt. A. L. K. Crouter, of the 
Mt. Airy School, Philadelphia, 
which has probably 400 pupils, is 
the man who has much faith in the 
oral method that from a school with 
an oral department he has convert- 
ed it into a school which is all oral, 
that is, a school in which only 
speech and writing are used in the 
instruction of all the pupils. 

The International Industrial Ex- 
hibit calls for 16 different classes of 
exhibits including art covering 
every important branch of work. 
Exhibits have been received from 
the following schools up to the time 
of going to press: Montana School, 
Michigan School, Kendall School, 
Washington, D. C., Maryland 
School for colored deaf.

Atlanta Rb-Entkrs ths Rack. 

Atianta, G*., May 29, 1911. 
To tJte Chairman and Members of the 
Executive Committee of the Nation- 
al Association of the Deaf. 

Gbntuembn:— About a year ago 
the deaf of Atlanta decided to ex- 
tend an invitation to the National 
Association of the Deaf to hold its 
next convention in their city. 

This invitation was endorsed by 
the Mayor of Atlanta, by the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, by the Governor, 
and by the Georgia Association of 
the Deaf. We sent representatives, 
whose expenses we paid, to the 
Colorado Springs Congress to extend 
our invitation in person, and in other 
ways gave evidence that our desire 
to entertain the Association was an 
honor dearly coveted. 

Later a motion was made by a 
member of your committee that our 
invitation be accepted. For reasons 
of his own your chairman declined 
to put this motion, and feeling our- 
selves treated with contumely, we 
withdrew our invitation. 

It has since been represented to lUi 
that our action, though warranted, 1 
was ill advised; that in thus relin-, 
quishing whatever chances we might 1 
have for securing the desired honor, 
it might be many years before 
Atlanta or any other Southern city 
would have an opportunity to eater- • 
tain the Association; and that the 
burden of misconduct in the matter< 
of the motion referred to did not lie 
upon your entire Committee, but; 
upon one member only. Moreover 
we have been urgent from various 
quarters to reconsider our action. 

Therefore we have decided, while 
in no matmer acknowledging thereby 
that our previous action was not war- 
ranted by the circutnstancts to again 
extend our former invitation with 
unabated cordiality. 

We uke pleasure in submitting 
the following inducements: 

1 . We pledge ourselves to raise 
a fund for the purpose of the Con- 
vention of not less than $1,000, and 
to turn over any unexpended balance 
to the Endowment Fund of the As- 
sociation, the income of such bal- 
ance to be used for the general pur- 
poses of the Association as soon as. 
the interest becomes available. 

2. We offer a free Convention 
hall for the business sessions of the 
Association, the Auditorium-Arm- 
ory having been placed at our dis- 
posal for the purpose. 

3. We offer a free hall for the 
accommodation of Director Hunt's 
Industrial Exhibit and National 
Corn Show, said hall to be easily 
accessible to the general public, 
and arranged so that an admission 
fee can be charged should the direc- 
tor so elect. 

4. We offer a free trolley or auto- 
mobile ride through our city and to 
points of interests iu the vicinity. 

5. We offer free mamberriup 
badges or some suitable souvenir. 

6. We pledge ourselves to secure 
the largest attendance in point of 
membership of any convention of 
the Association to date, and will do 
our utmost to briug the member- 
ship roll to 1,500, if not more. 

7. We pledge ourselves not to pnt 
forward a candidate for any of the 
three executive offices of the As- 
sociation— those of President, Secre- 
tary, and Treasurer. 

8. We pledge ourselves to spare 
no effort to make the Convention 
the most succeasfti), as far as lies 
with us, in the history of the As 
sociatiou, and to extend to one and 
all in its fullest measure the genuine, 
old-time hospitality for which our 
section is so justly famous. \ 



We shall be delighted to have 
you fix the duration of the conven- 
tion for a longer period than even 
the meeting of Colorado Springs 
and St. Louis. No guests can pos- 
sibly be more welcome. Receptions, 
outings, balls, banquets, lectures 
will readily and pleasantly fill the 
e\'enings, and your Program Com- 
mittee can readily fill up the day- 
time sessions. 

The principal and in fact the only 
objection advanced against holding 
the Convention in Atlanta is that it 
is warm here during the summer. 
To this we might reply that travel 
anywhere is likely to be warm in the 
summer time, depending whether a 
hot wave may be prevalent, and 
that in reality Atlanta is known to 
be cooler and pleasanter at such 
times than most cities further north 
or in the central west. 

Among the reasons that might be 
advanced for holding the Conven- 
tion here is that the entire Sooth 
has been enthusiastic toward the 
idea and will turn out in a ijody to 
be in attendance. The influence of 
the Convention upon the Southern 
deaf will also be marked and will 
greatly augment the power and 
prestige of the National Association 
itself. We are free to believe that 
the benefit will be mutual, the Na- 
tional Association receiving no less 
than it gives should it decide to 
meet with us. 

This invitation is endorsed in ad- 
dition to the high officials named, 
by the Governors ot various South- 
ern States, and by the Presidents of 
various State Associations of the 
Deaf.

" Misconduct?" 

I have given the letter of the At- 
lanta deaf in full so that they may 
have no cause to complain. 

But I mnst take exception to the 
charge of "misconduct" made by 
the Committee, particularly whm it 
comes from outsiders. Of the nine 
who signed the letter only one is a 
member of the N. A. D. 

My predecessor in office, Mr. Ve- 
ditz, has also criticized me on the 
same account. During his adminis- 
tration, it was the custom for the 
chairman of the Executive Com 
mitee, when he desired anything 
done, to ask some member in favor 
of his views to make a motion in 
accordance with his wishes. Then 
he woiild submit the motion to the 
Committee and get a vote by return 
mail. I have this on the authority 
of Mr. Veditz himself. There was 
no chance for any member of the 
Executive Committee to express his 
views, or learn the views of the 
other members before voting. 

My policy is entirely different. I 
want each member of the Executive 
Committee to be fully informed on 
the question under consideration, 
and to have an opportunity, if he »> 
desires, to exprras his views and to 
have these views go before the en- 
tire Committee. This neceaarily 
takes time, and to carry on the dis- 
cussion in an orderly manner it must 
be carried on under certain restric- 
tions. These restrictions have been 
authorized by the ivxecutive Com 
mittee. When the motion referred 
lO was made, 1 simply held it until 
such time as the matter could l>e 
properly laid befoie the Executive 
Committee, and so stated, both pub 
licly and m private letters. There 
was no intention to treat anybody 
with "contumely." 

Mr. Veditz, while Chairman, in

or provide for the aged and indigent 
deaf.

I think we, the British Deaf, 
should show public spirit in also 
organizing a .strong delegation. 

Wc honour the Ahlje de rKf>ee as 
the orginator of the great .school of 
manual in.struction, and to him we 
are indebted for the beautiful lan- 
guage of signs. 

May I suggest that the Missions 
and Societies for Deaf in the King- 
dom should at once undertake steps 
to api)oint <!■ to represent

I am in communication with Mr. 
Olof Hanson, President of the 
American National As.sociation of 
the Deaf, and ho])e he may be able 
to arrange that the American dele- 
gates would travel by the same 
steamer, and land at (jueenstown en 
route for DuIjUu, Belfast, Gla.sow, 
Kdinburg, Newcastle on-Tyne, York 
and London, return via Manchester 
and Liverpool. 

In i88y, when I knew the Ameri- 
can' delegates would pass through 
London ett route for Paris, I had 
the good fortune in inducing the 
late I)ean liradiey to invite them 
to visit Westminster Abl>ey, and not 
only did he kindly do so, but also 
offered to give them a short history 
of the Abl^ey in the famous Jeru.salem 
Chamber. The late Rev. Dr. Gal- 
laudet interpreted the Dean's ad- 
dress. The Dean afterwards most 
graciously toofc them alxjut, and 
pointed out many things. 

There was a great meeting at St 
Saviour's, thuough the kindne.ss of 
the Committee and Mr. Oilby, when 
a warm welcome was extended to 
American cousins. 

I should like to .see all this re|)eat- 
ed, and on a much bigger scale. 1 
would like to .see the British and 
American delegates put up in hotels 
near each other in vSouthampton 
Row, and to have char-a-bancs in 
readiness to do sight .seeing, and we 
all can go on to I'aris together, and 
in some way help to let the people 
of London and Paris know that we 
do honour the memory of the Abbe 
de I'J'^iJee, and champion the com- 
bined .system.

Miss Barbara Suell, aged about 
fifty on 3'ears, a deaf-mute, living 
with her sinter Mrs. Marl in Lynch, 
at (jordon, was struck by engine 
No. 10;S, ruuning as a speinal on 
the Reading road at Locust Dale, 
this morning at 1U:20 and was 
badly injured that she died within 
an hour. 

MisN Snell boarded the 9:48 traiu 
at (loiilon, for the pnipose of pay- 
ing a visit to her sinter, Mrs. Wil- 
liam Tresnow, at Lavelle. She dis- 
I mounted from the train at Locust 
Dale, and started to walk toward 
Lavelle along the north bound 
track. When several hundred feet 
below the station, for some reason 
she steppeil from the north hound 
on to the south bound track. 
Almost at the same instant engine 
No. 103, Charles Kramer of Tama- 
qua, running special with what is 
known as the officials' train, came 
along at a high rate of speed, south 
bound forTamsqua. So unexpect- 
ed had been the action of the 
woman in stepping from one track 
to the other, that the engineer 
scarcely hail time to give a blast 
of the whistle before tlie unfortu- 
nate was struck full by the pilot 
of the engine aand huiled to the 
track. 

The special, which carried no 
passengers, was stopped and back- 
ed up to where the woman lay. 
Jacob KeHselring, section foreman 
for that division of the load, who 
Haw the aceident, was beside the 
uneonseious and teriildy injured 
woman in a very few seconds, au«l 
when the train wan bac'ked up and 
the crew saw her condition they 
left her in charge of Foreman 
Kesaelring, and proceeded on their 
way. Mr. Kesselring, with the 
assistance of several other persons 
carried the body, in which life was 
not yet extinct, to the Htation, and 
Dr. Farrow of Ashland was tele- 
phoned for. 

The physician arrived on the 
eleven o'clock ear, aii<l it was he 
who identified the woman as Bar 
bara Suell, of Gordon. He found 
that her left ankle had heen almost 
severed, that she had sustained a 
severe fracture of the akull, and 
was HufToring internal injuries that 
produced copious inwaid hemor- 
rhages. She died without tegain- 
Ing coiisoiousnesn, shortly before at 
11:80. 

Miss Suell was a deaf-mute, a 
woman of exceeding intelligence, 
and loved and esteemed by all who 
knew her. She was a graduate of 
Mount Airy Institute for Deaf and 
Dumb children at Philadelphia, a 
good, Christian woman of cheerful 
diN[>osition, ami her sudden death 
was heard of in her home town 
with many expressions of sorrow. 
She ia survivetl by the following 
brothers and sislera, her parents 
having died some time ago. Mrs. 
Harry Lynch, of Qordon, with 
whom she made her home ; Mrs. 
William Tresnow, of Lavelle, 
George, an engineer on the Read- 
ing road, at Goidan ; Henry, of 
Reading, and Christ uf Lavelle. 

Section Foreman Kesselring, 
who was close by and saw the un- 
fortunate occurrenoe, staled that 
the accident was altogether unavoid- 
al>le ; that MIhs Snell stepiHxl on to 
the south bound liack so directly 
in front of the engine that there 
was no possible chance for the 
engineer Io check the speed of his 
train. 

The crowd that gathered at the 
station where the woman lay on the 
platform for the three-quarters of 
an hour without medical attention, 
were indignant that the crew of 103 
had not taken her and hastened to 
the Ashland station where the 
ambulance could have been wailing 
t/O take her to the honpital. The 
fact that Miss Snell was fatally in- 
jured made no difference to the 
crowd, aud they were loud in Iheir 
expreasiouM of disappioval.

Ard also called on the associated 
charities Monday, and was recom- 
mended to the city prison for lodg- 
ing. 

He had found his voice when ar- 
raigned iu police court Tuesday, 
and claimed the leason he didn't 
talk when at the deaf and ilumb 
i list i tut iou was Ikecause he had 
lockjaw. He said he oanie from 
Pittsburg on a freight train.

Mrs. I.rtjunox was arrested by Act- 
ing Roundsman MacDoiiald when 
he found the waman standing with 
Patrolman Jacob D. Burger at Ash- 
land Avenue and Prosi)ect terrace. 
The arrest was made nnder special 
instructions from Chief of Police 
William H. O'Neill. 

MacDonald testified this morning 
that after seaix'hing for Burger for 
more than two hours he finally lo- 
cated the imtrolman standing with 
Mrs. Lennox. With the aid of a 
pad and pencil, the acting rounds- 
man said, the officer and the woman 
were holding a conversation. In 
disstuissing the charge Recorder 
Nott remarked that there is no law 
to prevent a woman talking with an 
officer, and he pointed out that Mao- 
Donald bad testified that he had 
seeu the two together only three 
minutes before making the arrest.

many other articles of less import- 
ance. Canada, Bngland, Germany. 
France, Belgium, Cuba, Mexico and 
Argentina are the principal cx>untries 
to which this foreign merchandise 
is exported, though the full list to 
which merchandise of this character 
is sent inclndes every grand divi- 
sion of the world— more than 70 
countries.

I'he %l«ll«Mde( MemorlMl. 

It la proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is situated on 148th street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some tweuty-flve feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. (jallaudet 
hoped duiing his lifetime to see the 
erection of thin building, which 
would have completed the oh arch 
with which his natre has always 
beeu associated. This was not pei- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most lltting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf-mutea. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-tlve feet 
aloug the street front and twenty- 
live feet in depth. It will be three 
stories In height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of Now York. The 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Uuitding" will 
be about $3U,000, and the building 
Itself, iu Its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heaitlly endorse the memorial.
